|HY ASSOCIATED PCF.5S.1 


Omsk. Deo. 12.—The' all-Russian 


g-overniiient has not yet been able to 
settle the all-important Question oC 
the distribution of farming land of 
Siberia, 
An effort lias been made 
temporarily to provide the peasants 
with land or at least to enable .them 
to cultivate it until the proposed na- 
tional constituent assembly can final- 
ly dispose of this vexed and complex 
problem. 
The farmers or peasants in 1917 


took possession of land belonging: to 
the state, to the church or clergy. 
The jcovernment has now given them 
assurance that their 4-lgrhts to their 
crope, from land thus illegally appro- 
priated, will 'be recognized pending 
flnal decision.as to who realty owna 
the land. 
The all-Russian 
uovernment 
has 


announced also'that its soldiers will 
have the right during .a 10 year 
period to locate on public domain 
hitherto reserved to immigrants. 
The government proposes also to 


distribute among peasants private 
properties and land owned by the 
government. 
The purpose of these 
steps is to encourage peasants to con- 
tinue to cultivate even the illegally 
acquired land.
